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Putting the Profit 
in Nonprofit 

How did the neighbor of Santa Ana Police Chief 
Carlos Rojas end up heading the city’s police charity?

L ast summer, several Santa Ana Police 
Explorers toiled under the Southern 
California sun for days in an effort to 
raise money for their program. The mostly 
teenage volunteers and aspiring cops sold 
Fourth of July fireworks, managing every 
aspect of the operation: sales, advertising, 
even guarding the stand during off hours. 
For their labor, they expected roughly 
$10,000 of profit, according to police 
sources that asked to remain anonymous. 
The money was to be spent on various 
program expenses, including a movie 
night for the cadets. 

To make the donations legal, how¬ 
ever, the Explorers first had to hand the 
cash to the Santa Ana Police Foundation 
(SAPF), a nonprofit run by Orange resi¬ 
dent Bill Cunningham that raises money 
for the department. Although it played 
no role in the fund-raising, SAPF seems 
to have won a nice commission, return¬ 
ing just $2,500 to the Explorers. 

“The Explorers worked the entire 
thing,” one source said. “Cunningham 
didn’t do anything. He just collected the 
money. These kids, they’re trying to find 
something to do, to stay off the streets. 

To have them exposed to something like 
that, I’m worried they won’t want to get 
into law enforcement.” 

Founded in 2009, the SAPF’s mission 
is to “bring police, business and youth 
together for a safer community, with pro¬ 
grams funded by donations, grants and 
special events.” The nonprofit collects 
donations made by the community des¬ 
tined for the police department to help 
fund projects they say would otherwise 
be unfunded—youth programs, police 
honor guard, mounted police, business 
training—as well as purchase new dogs 
and body armor for the K-9 unit. 

But in attempting to accomplish that 
mission, a growing choir within the 
Santa Ana Police Department (SAPD) 
claims the foundation has lost direction, 
benefiting Cunningham more than any 
police programs. 

From 2011 to 2012, IRS documents 
show the SAPF collected $238,962 from 
individual donations and grants, distrib¬ 
uting $78,527 in grants during the same 
period. Instead of going to the police 
department, the rest of the money went 
to overhead, including bank fees, event 
expenses, transportation costs and pay¬ 
ing salaries. (Normally, overhead of 
more than 10 percent or 20 percent is 
considered excessive; SAPF’s 67 percent 
is off the charts.) During the same time 
period, Cunningham was scheduled to 
earn $153,000, according to an employ¬ 


ee really didn’t have 
any mechanism to accept 
donations other than going to 
the City Council,” says Rojas.

ment contract obtained by the Weekly, 
although IRS documents claim he 
earned roughly $90,000. 

Between 2011 and 2012, three mem¬ 
bers of the organization’s board voiced 
their concerns over the foundation’s 
finances, then left their seats. According 
to a Weekly source, three more left at the 
end of 2013. Also that year, the founda¬ 
tion experienced an early drop in dona¬ 
tions, ending the first 10 months of the 
year in the negative, according to inter¬ 
nal documents acquired by the Weekly. 
During the same time period, Santa Ana 
Police Chief Carlos Rojas—who happens 
to be Cunningham’s neighbor—reiterated 
to his department that the foundation 
was the only organization cleared to 
receive funds on behalf of the SAPD. 

“The way the foundation came about 
was that we really didn’t have any mecha¬ 
nism to accept donations other than going 
to the City Council,” says Rojas, who is a 
non-voting member of the SAPF’s board of 
directors. “I did some research on police 
foundations. Early on, I said, ‘Okay, hey, it 
can’t be someone in the police department 
that’s out there soliciting donations,’ and I 
don’t want my staff soliciting donations—I 
don’t think it’s right. 

“So what mechanism do we use so 
we can fund some of these things that 
aren’t funded in the city budget?” Rojas 
continued. “I had thrown that idea out to 
Bill Cunningham, and then he ran with it 
and set up the foundation.” 

Rojas also threw his support behind 
SAPF’s largest fund-raiser, a well- 
attended dinner and movie debut with 
tickets running $100 apiece and all pro¬ 
ceeds going to the foundation. The event 
featured appearances by Moms’ Night 
Out star/country singer Trace Adkins, 


but it was staffed largely by Santa Ana 
Explorer cadets and featured appear¬ 
ances by SAPD’s K-9, CSI, SWAT and 
mounted units—all at no cost to the 
SAPF. Rojas says the participation by the 
units was in line with their participation 
with other nonprofits. 

While the event went well, the 
requirement to use SAPF to raise funds 
forced some officers to change their 
plans. “A few officers were organizing 
a 5k to raise funds for gas and uniforms 
for the Baker-to-Vegas run,” says a police 
source. (The Baker to Vegas Race is an 
annual 120-mile relay run by more than 
200 California law-enforcement agen¬ 
cies; Santa Ana regularly fields a team 
that finishes in the top five.) “That’s 
when the chief steps in and says they 
have to use [Cunningham] for any fund¬ 
raising efforts. Cunningham said he 
wasn’t going to do any advertising or 
anything but was going to keep 60 per¬ 
cent of the money. The officers ended up 
canceling the fund-raiser.” 

Not even Rojas is completely happy 
with the foundation. “[It’s] not a very 
successful nonprofit at the end of the 
day,” he says. “From my standpoint, we 
would like to see a lot more grants than 
what we’re getting now.” 

In an interview with the Weekly, Cun¬ 
ningham declined to speak about his 
SAPF compensation. But according to 
his employment contract, in the past five 
years, he has earned $217,125 at the rate 
of $45 per hour, so much money that 
the foundation is having trouble paying 
him. It currently owes him $119,965— 
$100,000 of which Cunningham has 
agreed to waive if it were spent on an 
insurance-type policy with a listed ben¬ 
eficiary of the William and Holly Cun¬ 


ningham Family Trust, according to the 
contract. He also receives a per diem of 
$500 per month for business expenses, 
including travel, training and member¬ 
ship dues. 

Meanwhile, Cunningham is also CEO 
of Santa Ana-based Business Emer¬ 
gency Response Training International 
(BERT), which teaches businesses 
what to do in the event of a large-scale 
emergency; it received $19,773 from the 
SAPF in 2012, according to IRS docu¬ 
ments. Several of BERT’s paid classes 
are taught at the SAPF’s headquarters at 
the Centennial Park Joint Police Train¬ 
ing Facility, a building owned by the city 
that the foundation uses free of charge in 
exchange for maintaining the facility. 

Cunningham says BERT, which was 
initially a part of SAPF but was spun off 
when he started to get requests from 
businesses outside of Santa Ana, is cur¬ 
rently awaiting a 501(c)(4) nonprofit 
designation and has only used on-duty 
personnel during free-to-the-community 
programs. “BERT classes are taught by 
first responders, both retired and active,” 
he says. “The only thing we do with on- 
duty personnel is provide a free module 
class on active shooters. That is open to 
the community.” 

He expressed shock that anyone 
would allege he’s enriching himself at the 
expense of funding important volunteer 
programs such as the Explorers, not to 
mention body armor for police dogs. “It’s 
unfortunate that someone that’s misin¬ 
formed is going to bring these kind of alle¬ 
gations and bringing false impressions,” 
Cunningham said. “We’ve done so much 
good work in the community—why some¬ 
one would want to do this is beyond me.”

A NDY GREENE WAS IN MAMMOTH when the 
phone rang. It was 1:30 in the morning on Sat¬ 
urday, Jan. 18, and the Long Beach resident was 
sleeping, so the call went to voice mail. After the 
sun rose, Greene checked his phone. The message 
was from Chris Atencio. 

Greene met Atencio more than a decade earlier when they 
were sales clerks at the North Face in Costa Mesa. In 2002, 
Atencio joined the U.S. Army, but the two had remained in con¬ 
tact. When the Army discharged Atencio in July 2013, he moved 
back to Orange County. Atencio and Greene had seen each other 
a few times since then and had traded emails just 10 days earlier. 

‘Andy? This is Chris Atencio,” the voice mail began. “I’m 
happy as fuck that you got married, but I’m bummed as fuck that 
you’ve called me one and a half times since I’ve been home in six 
months. Ummm, I’m struggling, so if I die in the next God knows 
what, then we’ve got an issue up in heaven. I’ll talk to you soon.” 
The message disturbed Greene immediately. Atencio had 


often drunk-dialed Greene, but this was different. Greene played 
the message for Vu Pham, a friend staying with him who’d also 
worked with Atencio at North Face. 

“Whoa,” Pham told Greene. “That’s not good.” 

“What should I do?” Greene asked. 

“Call him,” Pham said. “Tell him you love him, you’re there 
for him.” 

Greene made the call. Atencio didn’t pick up, but Greene left 
a long message, saying all the things Pham suggested. Greene 
didn’t hear back from Atencio that day. On Sunday night, Aten- 
cio’s mother, Jane, called Greene; he wasn’t able to pick up. It 
wasn’t until Monday afternoon that Greene talked to her and 
learned that Atencio killed himself Saturday afternoon—just a 
few hours after Greene called him back. 

“She was obviously in shock,” Greene recalled. He told Jane 
that Atencio phoned him just a few hours before he died. 

“I’m so sorry,” she told Greene. “He did that with a number of 
his friends.”

Chris Atencio was a good friend of 
mine. He and I met about 14 years ago, 
not long after he moved next door to 
me. We were living in tiny, drafty studio 
apartments built on the Balboa Peninsula 
in the 1920s, but they were also just a 
few yards from the beach. We ate pizza 
while watching surf videos, flirted with 
girls and traded books. When he got his 
private pilot’s license, we rented a Cessna 
and flew to Catalina and back. 

Right from the beginning, Atencio 
seemed different from your typical New¬ 
port Beach resident. He was part of the 
Wedge Crew of surfers who found a home 
in those nasty waves at the end of the Bal¬ 
boa Peninsula, but he was more than that. 
He was a world traveler, endlessly curious 
about how people everywhere lived. He 
and I talked for hours about all man¬ 
ner of subjects. I often asked him about 
his experiences overseas, and he in turn 
asked me questions about writing. 

He’d traveled to and lived in dozens of 
countries, including South Africa, Israel, 
the Dominican Republic, Australia, Mau¬ 
ritius, Germany, Japan and Russia. He 
spoke Japanese, French, German, Span¬ 
ish and even American Sign Language. A 
year or two ago, when he was applying 
for a security clearance, an investigator 
with the U.S. Office of Personnel Man¬ 
agement dropped by my office in Maui, 
Hawaii, and asked me, among other 
questions, how many people Atencio 
knew overseas. I could only shrug my 
shoulders. “Who knows?” I told him. 
“Dozens? Hundreds?” 

“He had a key to my apartment, and I 
had a key to his condo,” said Craig Plitt, 
a Newport Beach boat captain who knew 
Atencio for more than 20 years. “He was 
a great, true friend. He had honesty, reli¬ 
ability, sincerity.” 

Atencio was also deeply troubled, 
though I knew nothing of it until Greene 
called me shortly after he got off the 
phone with Atencio’s mother. I knew 
nothing of the medications he was taking 
for depression, or that he was suffering 
from crippling nightmares. I didn’t know 
he had spent months at U.S. Department 
of Veterans Affairs (VA) medical clinics 
talking with doctors, nurses and special¬ 
ists. I had no idea that just a few days 
before he died, he had started the process 
of getting the VA to acknowledge he suf¬ 
fered from post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD). Doing so could have resulted in 
the government paying for his medical 
care for the rest of his life, but the pro¬ 
cess required filling out lengthy forms, 
describing in detail all the “stressful inci¬ 
dents” that plagued him during his time 
in the service. 

Two days after he finished filling out 
those forms—finished reliving all the pain 
and frustration he’d dealt with—Atencio 
hanged himself in his garage. It was his 
mother’s birthday. 

“I don’t know,” Jane Atencio said when 
I asked why her son would kill himself 
on that day. It was an impossible ques¬ 
tion, but I had to ask it. “He was very 
good with my birthday. He knows I can’t 
remember dates. I actually chuckle every 
time I have to give the day he died. This 
way, I have to remember.” 



A tencio’s desire to put on the uni¬ 
form began, as with so many, on 
Sept. 11, 2001. In fact, he woke me 
up that morning to tell me the news of 
the attacks. 

“Dude, airplanes just hit the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon,” he had 
said. His mom had called him, but he 
didn’t have a TV set to see for himself. So 
we sat in silence on the floor of my apart¬ 
ment as the second World Trade Center 
tower collapsed. 

Christopher Andrew Atencio was born 
in Oregon on Nov. 7,1971, but he grew up 
in Newport Beach. He went to Corona 
del Mar High School, then graduated 


from UC Santa Cruz in 1995. Although he 
had a degree in linguistics, he was doing 
odd jobs when I met him: selling action- 
sports gear and clothing at North Face, 
checking IDs at Cal Beach Sushi in New¬ 
port, tending bar at the restaurant in the 
Balboa Pavilion. 

Not long after 9/11, Atencio decided 
he wanted to be an intelligence officer. 
First, it was the Marines, but he was too 
old (31) and couldn’t get an age waiver. 
Then he moved on to the Army, which 
accepted him. 

I didn’t like the idea. If he really wanted 
to travel the world on the government’s 
dime, then the U.S. State Department 
seemed far more suited to his interests 
and skills. But even that was a stretch. 
While Atencio at first glance seemed to 
be a lighthearted, easygoing OC surfer—a 
friend once compared him to Crush, the 
green sea turtle in Finding Nemo— inside, 
he was high-strung and completely intol¬ 
erant of bullshit in all its forms. 

Rather than confront Atencio head-on 
with my concerns, which I figured he’d 
reject out of hand, I tried something more 


indirect. That’s how my story “My Friend 
Chris,” which ran in the Weekly’s Sept. 12, 
2002, issue came about. It’s a brief story 
of a local guy who had a whole world of 
options to choose from, but decided at 31 
to join the Army. I packed the story with 
quotes from vets, including my father, 
who all (as I had hoped) offered the same 
advice: “Just keep your mouth shut.” 

But what I didn’t realize at the time 
was that Atencio wanted the structure 
and bureaucracy of the Army, even if he 
couldn’t really articulate it. He thought 
he could deal with all the tiny empires 
that sprout in the service. He wanted the 
order that came from the Army’s rules, 


but he didn’t understand that each rule 
might also have a waiver. 

“Chris was a people person,” said Katie 
Marsh, Atencio’s girlfriend for much of the 
latter half of 2013. “He had a temper, didn’t 
really like taking orders, couldn’t keep his 
mouth shut and had a high idea of how 
people should act. He bounced around the 
world. But [in 2000], he felt his life was 
going nowhere. After 9/11, he found direc¬ 
tion. He didn’t have to identify the direc¬ 
tion because someone else would.” 

lthough getting into combat is 
the ultimate goal of pretty much 
everyone who volunteers for mili¬ 
tary service, it wasn’t easy for Atencio. 
After basic training—where, after being 
told to name his rifle, he chose Amelie— 
and officer-candidate school, the Army 
assigned him to artillery school. He spent 
years serving in Oklahoma, Korea and 
Germany before he was able to transfer 
to intelligence. 

Going to “spy school” at Fort Huachuca 
in Arizona was Atencio’s dream. But it 
was only after he committed suicide that 


I learned how traumatic his time there 
had been. 

“At Fort Huachuca, they accused him 
of taking notes out of the building,” his 
mother said. “It scared him shitless. He 
called me in tears, saying the MPs were 
coming to get him. He didn’t do it, but they 
could have sent him to Leavenworth.” 

Atencio never told me about his near¬ 
arrest at Huachuca—his honorable dis¬ 
charge and active security clearance indi¬ 
cate it didn’t hurt his career—but he made 
pointed references to it on forms he was 
filling out for VA mental-health benefits 
that friends found after his death. 

By 2008, he was part of an American 
unit advising an Iraqi brigade. He was 
based at Combat Outpost (COP) Shocker, 
located near the Iraq-Iran border. 

Though such an assignment had been 
his goal since he first took the oath back 
in 2002, he told me—in emails, personal 
chats and old-fashioned letters—that his 
experiences there were often as frustrat¬ 
ing as the war itself. 

“Army stuff amazes me here,” he 
emailed me on Nov. 19, 2008, not long 
after arriving in Iraq. “We are deployed, 
but we put on the best dog-and-pony 
show for a deployed team/task force I 
have ever heard of, much less been in.... 
Times like this make me want to jump 
ship ASAP. Still holding out for some pro¬ 
grams and real training where I can get a 
job and apply it. I never thought the army 
would be that hard when it comes to that. 
Otherwise it’s MSU (Make shit up) and 
OJT (on the Job Training), for fuck’s sake. 

“We were just left a veritable shit storm 
of crap [because] the guys we replaced 
did a half-ass job,” he continued. “Typi¬ 
cal. I am completely disillusioned [with] 
how many people in the army actually 
know their shit. Not very many, based on 
dudes having to create a PowerPoint pre¬ 
sentation to translate all the maintenance 
reports so it looks pretty for ‘higher’ to 
read. It goes downhill from there.” 

PowerPoints. The Army lives and dies 
by those things. Years later, when Atencio 
spent time with me in Maui, he showed 
me a PowerPoint he’d created in Iraq. It 
was Arab History 101 stuff, but he had to 
do it because though the U.S. Army had 
been fighting in Iraq for the previous five

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years, none of the other officers in his 
unit had what he thought was passable 
knowledge of even rudimentary Middle 
East history. 

That was such an Atencio move- 
attempting to teach others, including his 
superiors, what he thought they should 
know. Sure, he was right, but it was no 
way to make friends. That’s why I wasn’t 
surprised to hear, a few weeks after his 
November email, that he’d gotten into 
trouble again. 

On Dec. 19, 2008, Atencio emailed 
me, saying that his boss, a colonel, had 
forbidden him from checking out locals 
who were living just 200 meters from 
the base’s gate. “We have no idea who 
is around us, and thus [they] could send 
shit into the COP at their luxury like our 
neighbor FOB [Forward Operating Base] 
has had to the south,” Atencio wrote. The 
colonel’s reason, Atencio said, for pre¬ 
venting him from talking with the locals? 
“He’s good at forming relationships, and 
we don’t want to do that.” In other words, 
it wasn’t in their mission to find out who 
those people were, and Atencio needed to 
stick to the mission. 

This was tough for Atencio. He person¬ 
ally craved talking to people. It was what 
he was best at. 

“People are cool, and it doesn’t take 
much to show if you are a decent person 
or not,” he emailed me on Dec. 17, 2008. 
“One judged overseas is judged by how 
he treats himself and others. Write that 
down [because] I wrote that.” 

Atencio didn’t talk about the repri¬ 
mand from his commanding officer in 
Iraq much in his letters and emails home, 
but I later learned it had killed his career. 
His commanding officer gave him a bad 
Officer Evaluation Report (OER). Given 
the Army’s zero tolerance for just about 
anything deemed bad by the top brass, 
a single negative OER could doom an 
officer. From late 2008 onward, Atencio 
would never rise above captain. After his 
year in Iraq, his superiors sent him to 
Japan, considered a backwater post by 
soldiers. He never again held a command 
and ended up marking time until the 




Army decided it was through with him. 

I last saw Atencio toward the end of 
June 2013, right around the time of his 
discharge, and he seemed fine. Well, 
mostly fine. He was getting out of the 
Army when he emailed me, saying he 
wanted to stop on Maui and say hi and 
asked if he could crash on my couch. 

Since I hadn’t seen him in at least eight 
years (he’d spent some leave while in 
active duty to visit Hawaii), that wouldn’t 
be a problem. 

In typical Atencio fashion, I found him 
in Kahului Airport’s baggage claim, try¬ 
ing to help fellow passengers find their 
luggage. I wasn’t surprised to see a skate¬ 
board strapped to his bag. 

At home, he showed me and my girl¬ 
friend slides of some of his travels. One 
night when we were out for sushi, he 
demonstrated his special technique for 
mixing wasabi into soy sauce. Later, he 
gave us special chopsticks he’d bought 
in Japan. While I was away at work, he 
rode his skateboard down to the beach 
and snorkeled with green turtles. On 
his last day, I took him to the Maui Time 
Weekly office, and he talked easily with 
my colleagues—even flirted with our 
summer intern. 

He also showed me his DD-214 (his 
military discharge/separation document), 
which served as a kind of resume of all 
his duty stations and assignments. Aten- 
cio’s discharge from the service was hon¬ 
orable, and his security clearance was still 
good. He could write his own ticket for a 
solid civilian job. 

But there were darker moments during 
his visit. He was quieter, less effusive than 
I recalled. At the time, I attributed it to 
his long flight over from Japan, as well as 
a general fatigue that comes from making 
big life transitions. But he also admitted 
something odd just a couple of hours 
after arriving. 

“I’ve gotten so racist,” he said. “Espe¬ 
cially toward Filipinos.” 

It was a shocking admission, made 
almost matter-of-factly. Here was a guy 
who spent his entire adult life traveling 
the world, and now he was telling me he 
couldn’t rise above racism. Something 
was wrong, but I did nothing. 

Not sure what to say, I just frowned 
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and shook my head. Soon we were talking 
about other things, but I didn’t forget his 
comment. Though I never saw him say 
or act in a racist manner, the admission 
gnawed at me for the rest of his visit. It 
still does. 

W hen Atencio arrived in Orange 
County last July, he immedi¬ 
ately reconnected with his old 
Wedge Crew pals. They surfed, went 
dirt-bike riding and even took up sky¬ 
diving. Though Atencio had earned his 
jump wings in the Army, Plitt said he 
loved jumping “just for fun.” He had 
time to relax and have fun, it seemed, 
and no one complained. 

“When he moved back, he seemed like 
Chris,” Plitt said. “The first day I saw him 
was the Fourth of July. We hopped on 
bikes and cruised the boardwalk, going 
from bar to house party to bar to house 
party. Pretty much every day after that, 
the three of us were hanging out—jump¬ 
ing out of planes, body surfing, eating 
sushi, drinking beers.” 

But deep down, Atencio wasn’t well. 

He had money and a secure place to live 
(the condo in which he lived belonged to 
his mother), but he didn’t have a job and 
didn’t seem to know what he wanted to do. 

The Army calls what Atencio went 
through “transition”—the time when a 
soldier finally trades in his or her uniform 
for civilian clothes. Regardless of prom¬ 
ises of future health benefits, job counsel¬ 
ing and paid college tuition, it’s a rough 
time. In 2012, the Army even mandated 
that all personnel leaving active duty 


participate in “transition services” that 
included job counseling and other practi¬ 
cal assistance. But as far as transitioning a 
soldier’s mind to civilian life, the former 
grunt is pretty much alone. 

“The system is full of bureaucracy,” 
said John Parent, interim service officer 
for the Orange County Veterans Service 
Office (VSO) in Santa Ana. Since 1929, it 
has helped vets such as Atencio navigate 
the complex, maddening world that is 


“It can be overwhelming and confus¬ 
ing to a lot of people,” Parent added. “If 
you say a certain thing to the VA, that 
will generate a certain response. A lot of 
times, the veteran gets so frustrated, but 
by law, the VA has certain due processes 
that they have to do. The VA is trying to 
be veteran-friendly, and they’ve imple¬ 
mented some policies that allow you 
to apply online, but if you read the fine 
print, it says to seek help from a veteran 



the VA. About 6,500 veterans visit the 
office every year, and it ends up helping 
about 4,500 of them. “In a year, we may 
see a veteran three times,” he said. “Last 
December, we helped a client who first 
came here in 1946. 


services organization.” 

Parent said that his office assists veter¬ 
ans in a variety of ways, including talking 
to them about their claims and filling 
out the forms for them. “The VA can be 
generous, if you provide them with a 


well-grounded claim,” he said. “Getting 
the word out to veterans is not easy, but 
it’s gotten better. A lot of people [leaving 
the service] may get a general briefing on 
their benefits, but that’s about it.” 

O n Feb. 1, 2013, the VA released a 
study showing that veterans are 
killing themselves at the rate of 
about 22 per day—that’s more than 8,000 
vets per year. “The report indicates that 
the percentage of veterans who die by 
suicide has decreased slightly since 1999, 
while the estimated total number of 
veterans who have died by suicide has 
increased,” the VA announced when the 
report came out. 

A VA spokesperson told the Weekly the 
department does its best to get care to the 
vets who seek help, and the toll-free Vet¬ 
erans Crisis Line is posted throughout its 
facilities. “If any veteran comes into any 
medical center and claims he’s a danger, 
he can get medical care,” said VA public- 
affairs officer Ndidi Mojay. “If you go to a 
VA medical center, they should be able to 
point you in the right direction.” 

Should. Critics of the VA say that’s 
fine, but sometimes people get lost in 
the bureaucracy. 

“There’s also a lot of variation between 
the various VA facilities,” said Dr. Tom 
Berger, the executive director of the Vet¬ 
erans Health Council of the organization 
Vietnam Veterans of America. “As the 
saying goes, if you’ve seen one VA, you’ve 
seen one VA.” 

The VA’s data shows a number of

trends, some good, others not so much. 

In January 2014, the Veterans Health 
Administration (VHA) noted that vets 
in the system—such as Atencio—killed 
themselves at a rate of not quite 30 per 
100,000 in 2010, while those outside the 
system took their lives at a rate of nearly 
45 per 100,000. 

But Berger noted something else in 
the data. “The VA report shows that 70 
percent of suicides are veterans [older 
than] 50 years old,” he said. “It’s signifi¬ 
cant—Vietnam vets and older veterans are 
killing themselves at a higher and faster 
rate than younger people.” 

Another telling stat comes from the 
Veterans Crisis Line. Created in 2007 as 
the National Veterans Suicide Prevention 
Hotline (officials changed the name in 
2011 as a way of telling friends and family 
members they could call, too), the service 
has so far taken 1.1 million calls. Of those, 
the organization says it has made “more 
than 35,000 life-saving rescues.” 

In early 2013, the VA announced it had 
“increased the capacity of the Veterans 
Crisis Line by 50 percent,” also noting that 
the department was “currently engaged 
in an aggressive hiring campaign” to deal 
with the rise in suicides. At the same time, 
98 members of Congress secured an addi¬ 
tional $40 million appropriated specifi¬ 
cally for suicide prevention and outreach. 

On paper, those new staffing figures 
and dollar amounts seem like a lot. But 
when you think of the facts this nation 
has approximately 22 million veterans 
and that the VA’s budget is nearly $100 
billion per year, they suddenly seem woe¬ 
fully inadequate. 

“It is a tragedy that our country loses 
more veterans and service members 
to suicide than to hostile fire or enemy 
action,” Representative Tulsi Gabbard 
(D-Hawaii), who is a captain in the 
Hawaii National Guard and an Iraq War 
veteran, told the Weekly through her 
spokesperson. “They represent less than 
1 percent of Americans who have carried 
the burden of the battles fought in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, and [they] are paying the 
physical and psychological price. We owe 
them our gratitude and so much more.” 

Vets such as Chris. 

I n mid-September, Atencio started 
going to the VA for help. 

“We don’t know what Chris told the 
VA,” Jane said. “But I have his VA medi¬ 
cal records. And I know for a fact that he 
wasn’t taking his meds regularly because 
he told me. He was also drinking, which 
you’re not supposed to do when taking 
the meds.” 

In late October, Jane said she and her 
son had a blowup. She was moving to Las 
Vegas, and it was a stressful time for both. 
After that, she said, Jane asked some of 
her son’s friends to keep an eye on him. 
Plitt and others began periodically check¬ 
ing in on Atencio. 

“I always found him to be fine, and 
we’d have a good time,” Plitt said. 

Atencio went to the VA a lot, Marsh 
said. Often, he would vent to her about 
his frustrations. Sometimes, he went 
multiple times per week. VA doctors 
prescribed him the antidepressants Cita- 



lopram and Trazodone. In late December, 
an acupuncturist told him he had fibro¬ 
myalgia, brought on by PTSD. By January, 
he was also undergoing sleep tests to deal 
with constant nightmares. 

“He wasn’t really sleeping,” Plitt said. 
“You sleep, but you don’t get rest. You 
don’t get your batteries recharged.” 

On Jan. 6, Greene—who met up with 
Atencio a couple of times since his return- 
heard part of an NPR story titled “Army 
Takes On Its Own Toxic Leaders.” It was a 
well-researched, 13-minute report on how 
the Army was looking into whether inept 
commanding officers may “have contrib¬ 
uted to soldiers’ mental-health problems.” 

Recalling his own talks with Atencio 
about some of the commanding officers 
who’d given him grief, Greene found the 
story online when he got home and emailed 
it to Atencio. Jane heard the story, too, and 
she also sent it to her son. 

“Colonels and generals adored Chris,” 
said Jane, who counted numerous senior 
officers as family friends who followed 
her son’s military career closely. “It was 
majors who didn’t really like him.” 

In any case, Atencio thanked Greene 
for the story three days later. 

“You know how to hit the nail on the 
head, my friend,” Atencio said in an 
email. “I’m right there and had two amaz¬ 
ingly fucked-up, toxic people in key lead¬ 
ership positions.” 

Then Atencio shared some of his cur¬ 
rent frustrations with both the VA and 
his mother. 

“Hoping we can hang out sometime,” 
he wrote. “I’m at the VA next Tues[day] 
and Wednesday]. Home has sucked. 
Transition has been hell.” 

Around that time, Atencio decided 
to file a disability claim with the VA for 
PTSD. If the VA accepted the claim, it 
would pay for his medical care for the 
rest of his life. But making the claim 
required him to complete VA Form 
21-0781 (Statement in Support of Claim 
for Service Connection for PTSD) and VA 
Form 21-4138 (Statement in Support of 
Claim). Both are monuments to the mas¬ 
sive bureaucratic forces that treat soldiers 
like machines and so frustrated Atencio. 

The forms required him to describe in 
detail each “stressful incident” that hap¬ 
pened to him in the service. They included 
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spaces to list the names of service mem¬ 
bers involved in the stressful incidents 
and helpful checkoff boxes to mark in 
case those service members were “killed 
in action” or merely “wounded in action.” 
They even included time elements, specifi¬ 
cally saying how much time it should take 
the depressed soldier to complete the form. 

“That was the worst thing ever,” Jane 
said. “He had to enumerate everything he 
felt was contributing to his PTSD. They 
sent him home with these forms, and he 
had to fill them out by hand. It came to 
nine pages. Most of it I knew, but it was 
horrifying for him to relive it. He filled 
out the forms but didn’t send them in. 

“He filled out forms on PTSD on the 
Thursday before he died,” she added. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind that that’s 
what pushed him over the edge.” 

Jane said she last talked with her son 
a couple of days before his suicide. They 
talked about her upcoming birthday and 
planned a visit for early February. When 
Atencio didn’t call her on her birthday- 
something she said he was very good about 
doing every year—she became concerned. 


him he had tons of options, that I had no 
fear that he’d do all right for himself. 

We traded a couple of brief emails 
after, but that day back in June 2013 was 
pretty much the last time we really talked. 
It was pleasant but entirely unmemo- 
rable, which I guess makes me fortunate. 
Others, such as Andy Greene, have very 
different final memories of our friend. 

“I still have the voice mail message,” 
Greene said recently. “I don’t know why. 
Maybe because it’s his voice. My wife 
wants me to delete it. I’ll let go of it at some 
point—it’s a tough one to swallow. But I’ll 
be honest with you: I feel a little bit better 
that I wasn’t the only one who got one.” 

At the celebration, Jane placed hun¬ 
dreds of photos of her son from through¬ 
out his life on tables and told everyone 
gathered to take home what they thought 
important and special. Knowing I couldn’t 
be there, Greene sifted through them until 
he found a few with me; he mailed them 
a few days later. One image, taken at a 
2003 going-away party before I moved to 
Maui, showed the three of us. Atencio, his 
head freshly shaven—he was on leave after 



Plitt went by the condo to check on his 
friend, as he’d done in the past. “When 
I found him, he was clean-shaven, well- 
dressed,” Plitt said. “He had the appear¬ 
ance of being ready to go out. He looked 
like he was ready to go out and have fun.” 
Chris Atencio was 42 years old. 

N early 300 people showed up at the 
Balboa Pavilion on Feb. 1, 2014, 
for Atencio’s celebration of life. It 
was a good venue choice—back in 2001 
or so, I’d spent many weekend after¬ 
noons in the Pavilion’s restaurant, sit¬ 
ting with locals, fishermen and the odd 
tourist at the bar while Atencio mixed 
drinks for us all. 

Jane said friends of her son came from 
the West Coast, the East Coast, Alaska, 
Canada and Japan. Another 86 people 
went to the Wedge for a paddle out. 
Friends in Japan held a separate paddle 
out for him. 

I wasn’t able to make it. The last time 
I saw him was when I dropped him off 
at Kahului Airport. He was headed to 
Oahu for a couple of days to see a few 
friends there before returning to OC. On 
the drive over, we talked about his future, 
mostly—the possibility of him getting a 
job as a contractor, starting his own busi¬ 
ness or even going back to school. I told 


finishing basic training, I believe—had his 
arm around us and some shiny fake lei 
around his neck. 

Years ago, I had mailed the photo to 
Atencio, and he’d filed it away, with prac¬ 
tically everything else he ever owned. On 
the back, for reasons I’ve long forgotten, 

I had scribbled the following quotation 
from Emerson, which I’d found in the 
novel From Here to Eternity: 

“The Sphinx must solve her own 
riddle. If the whole of history is in one 
man, it is all to be explained from indi¬ 
vidual experience.”

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No Reservations 

Fireside Tavern at the Costa Mesa Crowne Plaza is a 
hotel restaurant locals need to discover

W e’d made reservations for Fire¬ 
side Tavern—tucked inside the 
Crowne Plaza across the freeway 
from South Coast Plaza—but we didn’t actu¬ 
ally need one. Aside from the two travel¬ 
ing businessmen who’d just checked in at 
the front desk and were making a beeline 
toward the bar, we were the only customers 
there at 7 o’clock on a Sunday night. 

“How was your flight?” I heard one 
of the businessmen ask the other as they 
passed. Fireside, as far as these gents were 
concerned, was just a way station, a place to 
get a beer and a quick burger before turning 
in to rest up for their important Monday 
morning meeting. They were most likely 
oblivious that the restaurant was new, and 
that it replaced Savoy, the previous eatery to 
hold the space in what was, at the time, the 
Hotel Hanford. 

I also made a reservation at Savoy two 
years ago, but I didn’t need it then, either. It 
was as deserted as Fireside is now, ignored 
by locals before it closed. Savoy was gut¬ 
ted when the hotel became Crowne Plaza, 
and what was cavernous and dark got 
brighter and more open. In addition to a 
series of enormous U-shaped booths at the 
back that could each seat six with space to 
spare, there are now fire pits surrounded by 
couches outside. 

To redo the food, they called in Scott 
Brandon, current owner of LinX and previ¬ 
ously the opening chef at Corona Del Mar’s 
Crowbar, OC’s first gastropub. Brandon got 
rid of the protein-starch-vegetable plates on 
which Savoy leaned like a crutch. Instead, 
there’s shrimp and grits, pot pie, and pork 
and beans. Though Brandon has included 
fish and chips, a burger and even deviled 


eggs on the menu, Fireside Tavern isn’t 
really the gastropub it’s billed as; it’s actu¬ 
ally a real restaurant serving comfort food 
designed to stave off homesickness in itiner¬ 
ant souls. 

That first night, we ate a Bolognese made 
with strozzapreti, twisted pasta helixes 
cooked with a veal, beef and pork ragout—a 
softly sweet and not-too-rich concoction 
reminiscent of home-cooked, stove- 
simmered sauces that start with a pound 
of ground beef. And as I pierced the yolk 
on the sunny-side-up egg laid on top, the 
restaurant manager came around and gave 
me a thumbs-up. “That’s my favorite dish 
here,” she said. I believed her. 

Then there was the creamy kale side 
dish. It’s like creamed spinach, our waiter 
said when I asked, but a little bit bitter 
and not as cloying. He was right. Yet it 
was also refreshing, not unlike Indian 
saag and looking like the same swamp 
sludge, but with a better texture and 
flavor. The dish proved to me, once and 
for all, that to eat kale raw is to ignore the 
vegetable’s true potential. 

There were other unorthodox side dishes, 
such as tomatoes roasted on the vine. But 
as it turns out, the better way to have them 
was to order the mussels. Two char-flecked 
tomatoes were included on top as a sort of 
garnish that could conceivably be smashed 
and incorporated into a broth already 
flavored with Riesling and fennel. We found 
a better application for them, though: We 
smeared them like jam on crusty pieces of 
grilled bread. More of that grilled bread 
would have been nice to have with the pot 
pie—not because the pie needed it, but 
because the dish was inexplicably served 


with a whole roasted bone marrow (don’t 
read this as a complaint; one should always 
welcome free bone marrow). 

Before our next visit the following Sat¬ 
urday, again we made a reservation, but we 
didn’t need it then, either. This time, though, 
there were other customers, and it was then 
that I ate Fireside’s best dishes: the chicken 
noodle soup and the whole-leaf caesar salad. 
I consumed the latter by grabbing each leaf 
by the stem and shoving entire stalks into 
my mouth, honoring the way the original 
salad was eaten in the Roaring ’20s. My date 
ate hers by carefully cutting up the cheese- 
covered leaves, then constructing little 
caesar sandwiches with a broken piece of 
crouton and a sliver of white anchovy. 

Since it was a meal unto itself, we shared 
the chicken noodle soup. There was barely 
any room for broth; it was chock-full of 
shredded meat, vegetables and beguiling 
strips of “noodle” that had brown mottled 
spots presumably from being pan-fried. If 
the noodles reminded me of anything, it was 
of the soft chewiness of Korean panjeon. 

After we finished the soup, I overhead 
the couple in the next booth chatting with 
their server. They told him they were locals 
from Newport and loved that they were 
able to have a great Saturday night meal 
here without so much as a reservation. 
“Well, we’d like to be the kind of place that 
needs reservations,” the waiter told them 
with a wink.

Luxe Lonchera 
Legacy

H ere's stating the obvious: We are nearing 
the end of the luxe lonchera movement. 
Few folks are bothering to own new ones 
anymore; the days of clustertrucks are long 
gone. Most of those remaining are transition¬ 
ing to brick-and-motor spots, including Slap- 
fish, Seabirds and Dogzilla. And the rest are 
closing for good, their owners having opened 
too late to make the Kogi-like riches that once 
seemed so easy to attain. 

Then there's Barcelona On the Go. It was 
one of the first luxe loncherasm OC and 
always one of the best, manned by Latinos 
who brought a Spanish spin to sandwiches 
and traditional dishes. It has always main¬ 
tained healthy crowds, and its schedule 
usually has the truck parked in tried-and-true 
spots around Newport Beach, Irvine and 
Huntington Beach. But Barcelona never quite 
blew up like, say, Soho Tacos or Dos Chinos, 
and it's a damn shame. For it has a menu that 
always impresses, that trots out new treats 
to draw Twitter buzz, but also maintains 
the classics to ensure the rent. Primary, of 
course, is the paella, an expanse of saffron- 
tinged rice and meats, each elevating the 
dish: soft chicken, hearty chorizo, zippy 
clams, pungent mussels. Given the paucity of 
Spanish food in la naranja, this paella is one 
of the finest meals to emerge from any OC 
lonchera, luxe or not. 

But I've always preferred Barcelona's 
sandwiches because they allow the chefs 
to display their mastery of Spanish meats, 
cheeses and sauces. A chorizo grilled cheese 
finds Manchego fused to peppery Pamplona 
chorizo; even better is the butifarra, a Catalan 
sausage stuffed into a baguette and covered 
in red-pepper relish—spicy not in a Scolville 
sense, but rather in the way a good pimento 
pepper is. A red-bell-pepper aioli transforms 
an otherwise-straightforward chicken sand¬ 
wich into something worth standing in line for 
an hour in the old days. It has also expanded 
beyond a once-straightfoward Spanish menu 
into a more pan-Latino take: good chilaquiles, 
tacos that have no real Spanish agenda but 
nevertheless impress, and sirloin fries that 
hint at the Argentine roots of the founders 
thanks to the great chimichurri. 

So why didn't Barcelona ever truly take 
off? Put the blame on a general public who, 
beyond paella and sangria, will never really 
embrace Spanish cuisine and will always 
compare it (unfairly) to Mexican. A shame 
because Barcelona deserves a larger audi¬ 
ence—a restaurant, even. In the meanwhile, 
celebrate it as it continues the weekly grind, 
content with its station but always on the— 
sure, why not—go.

It’s Always Sunny in 
San Clemente 

David Pratt of Brick 


D avid Pratt’s interview took place on 
his day off—after a school drop-off, 
but before spending the morning 
with his wife. Dedicated to his family, busi¬ 
ness and givingback to the community, 
he owns and operates Brick with a back¬ 
ground that includes roles in chef instruc¬ 
tion and as general manager. 

OC WEEKLY: You have a snout-to-tail 
philosophy at Brick. Can you go over all the 
tasty things you use the pigs for—especially 
the porchetta! 

DAVID PRATT: Hindlegs: porchetta. 
Front legs: braised for stuffed pasta. Belly: 
confit for carbonara. Jowls: guanciale. 
Head, trotters and bones: sugo. Loin: pork 
chops. Tenderloin: saltimbocca. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Local farm produce. Nothing compares to 
vine-ripened food. 

Where do you get your produce? 

South Coast Farms primarily. Also Smith 
Farms and VR Green Farms for certain 
ingredients. Farmers markets Wednesday 
in LA and Saturday in Dana Point. And 
more farmers directly, depending on the 
season and quality of product. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

Fresh juice from Organic Tree in 
Dana Point. 

Let’s talk about that Valoriani oven! How 
quickly does it bake a pizza? 

It’s from Tuscany. At 800 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit, it takes two to three minutes. 

What do you recommend for first-timers? 
The sausage pizza. It has our great crudo 
pizza sauce made from Carmelina Roma 
tomatoes, roasted farm fennel, Gioia moz¬ 
zarella and house-made sausage. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Try making pasta by hand. It’s very easy, 
and there is no comparison to a dry, store- 
bought product. 

Tell us about Mirabeau. What did you learn 
from being both chef and co-owner? 

It was a French bistro in Monarch Beach 
from 2003 to 2006. Restaurants aren’t 
about the chef or owner. They are about

the team providing the guests what 
they demand. 

What’s the difference between being a gen¬ 
eral manager and an owner of a restaurant? 
An active owner, such as myself, is involved 
in everything. A general manager only 
can have as much authority as the owner 
allows. The key for the guest is to have one 
person, regardless of their title—chef, GM, 
owner—be the face of the restaurant. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

To change my pizza-dough recipe to meet 
his taste preferences. No, I did not. 

You’re making breakfast; what are 
you having? 

As much coffee as I can drink before 
work begins. 

Favorite places to eat: 

Flour + water in San Francisco. Anywhere 
in Italy. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

I don’t get a lot of time off. When I do, I 
normally cook at home for my family. 

What was the inspiration for stuffing your 
Medjool dates with sausage? 

It started off as a garnish for a dish, then an 
hors d’oeuvre, and finally as an appetizer. 
Sweet and salty with fat from the sausage. 
Favorite chef: 

Alice Waters introduced [me to] foraging 
and the local farm movement. Jacques 
Pepin is a master technician. Mario Batali— 
love the rustic Italian cuisine. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Fondue; a special treat served on my sib¬ 
lings’ and my birthdays. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Eating fresh eggs that we would gather 
each morning from our chickens.

Brix At the Shore is an 


W hen you’re totally verklempt 
from hunger, it’s best to grab 
your favorite shiksa and do lunch 
at Brix At the Shore. That’s where you’ll be 
greeted with a Soho-wine-bar interior so 
glossy it almost subverts a menu that is full 
of so much New York deli Jewishness you’d 
think your own bubbe wrote the recipes. 

That is, if your bubbe is Rick Reich, a 
certified sommelier and wine-obsessed 
Long Beach local who opened his first 
food-and-drink establishment—Brix Sun¬ 
set Beach—simply because he had amassed 
too many wine bottles in his personal col¬ 
lection. Brix At the Shore opened late last 
year as a smaller version of the original. 

This Belmont Shore outpost maintains 
the same kitschy menu of Yiddish-named 
entree salads (the Megillah heaps pastrami 
atop greens), Seinfeld-inspired sides (the 
“No Soup for You” chowder), awkwardly 
placed mob references (Wacked Wings?) 
and geographically themed plates (Brook¬ 
lyn bruschetta dons little balls of moz¬ 
zarella), yet it has a slightly less affronting 
identity crisis than its wine-slash-beer-bar 
big sister with its Mediterannean-fa^ade. 

With a carefully curated wine list and 
20 taps of local craft beer, it’s clear Brix 
was built on booze first, but the imported 
East Coast foods are no afterthought and 
deserve to be consumed with or without 
a buzz. Word of mouth has passed along 
the virtues of the Fuhgeddaboudit, which 
features Brix’s much-loved pastrami 
stacked with coleslaw and special sauce on 
rye bread. Though basically buried under 
a not-so-Canter’s mound of ingredients, 
the peppery, shredded, house-made beef 
pushes through with enough salt and 
smoke to kick you back to Katz’s Deli (and 
at $15 for an 8-ounce meat serving on 
regular-sized bread, it may kick your wallet 
back a notch, too). 

For the full Jewish deli experience in 
one basket, Brix offers half of a Fuhged¬ 
daboudit alongside half of a Mitzvah (a 
reuben) for something called a Kahootz, 
another $15 adventure. 

While the corned-beef-and-sauerkraut 
reuben is almost a rite of vinegary passage 
for any New York food fan, when put up 
against the coleslaw-saturated pastrami, 
there is little competition. The brined, 
sliced corned beef glistens like an abalone 


(overpriced) taste of home

shell, but it offers little flavor underneath 
the rye, kraut and Thousand Island-like 
secret house sauce. It’s hard for a corned 
beef to stand out when it’s served next to 
a pastrami that makes the Hat’s signature 
dish seem a feeble West Coast copy. 

Another East Coast tradition given its 
due credit at Brix is “chowda,” served 
traditional New England-style: white, 
creamy (but not goopy), and accented 
with aromatic herbs such as dill and 
thyme. The only hint the bowl came out 
of a SoCal kitchen is the finishing touch of 
chile-infused olive oil, a clever hint at the 
owner’s wine-loving Mediterranean roots. 

Fancy burgers (listed under the head¬ 
ing the Meatpacking District) and simple 
10-inch pizzas (found below the title Little 
Italy) may round out the menu at Brix At the 
Shore, but it’s by far the selection of small 
noshes (including OyVey! Onion Rings) and 
authentic Jewish sandwiches that make the 
tiny corner eatery a worthwhile lunchtime 
schlep—for your stomach anyway. 

As an upscale wine bar with a sit-down 
Manhattan deli dropped inside, Brix At the 
Shore remains marred by high prices unbal¬ 
anced by less-than-liberal proportions. But 
with few other options in the city for this 
important genre of grub (and an endearing 
owner whose own kooky Tom Waits-ish 
doodle of himself is plastered on all the res¬ 
taurant’s materials), it’s easy to forgive the 
wine country costs in favor of some friggin’ 
wicked NYC culinary character.

P urchasing a Disneyland Annual 
Passport was like investing in a 
small car, but we did it. The goal 
this year: Hit every ride. Unofficially, 
it’s also to chow at every outlet. Despite 
summer visits and some seasonal 
employment via the Disneyland College 
Program (it exists!) a long, long time 
ago, there are still a few regions of the 
Magic Kingdom I have yet to conquer. 
One of them was Big Thunder Ranch. 

Not to be confused with the recently 
renovated Big Thunder Mountain Rail¬ 
road attraction or THE RANCH Res¬ 
taurant & Saloon off Ball Road, this is 
the dead zone between Fantasyland and 
Frontierland. Somewhere in between 
is a spot where you can pet (and later 
feast on) farm animals. The only food 
I remember being in that ’hood was 
the shack sponsored by McD’s serving 
fries and Cokes. While Big Thunder 
Ranch Barbecue doesn’t advertise itself 
as an all-you-can-eat joint, essentially 
it is. Servers bring food and drink out 
to shaded picnic tables in family-style 
fashion. This ain’t Kansas City compe¬ 
tition-level grub, but it’s darn tasty for 
the cost ($24 at lunch, including bever¬ 
ages; half the cost for kids) and quan¬ 
tity you can consume. 

Barbecue chicken and pork ribs are 
thoroughly cooked and seasoned. The

slaw reminds me of Wood Ranch BBQ, 
sans peanuts. Corn bread ’n’ beans 
do the job, but sneak your preferred 
hot sauce if you want heat. Drop in 
at dinner, and the extra cost rewards 
you with sausages and corn. Dessert 
options are priced separately; however, 
a bonus is that you can pre-order cakes 
to be served there—perfect for the 
birthday we attended. 

With entertainment for the tots and 
a little country twang for the big kids, 
you can seriously kill a couple of hours 
sitting, eating, relaxing and .. . did we 
say sitting?

Green Spot Single Pot Still 
Irish Whiskey 

A s of Thursday, May 15, Hi-Time Wine Cel¬ 
lars had five bottles of Green Spot single 
pot still Irish whiskey left in stock. It pains 
me to write this review because I have half 
a mind to go right now and buy every single 
remaining bottle for myself. But some dude 
once said, "Kill your darlings," so here we go. 

Green Spot is the best whiskey I've ever 
had. The fact that it's even available in the 
U.S. is amazing. Fewerthan 1,200 bottles of 
Green Spot are produced per year and most of 
them are sold before traveling out of Ireland. 
Hi-Time, the amazing store that it is, somehow 
managed a shipment just in time for St. Pat¬ 
rick's Day (one of the first times the whiskey 
was ever available outside of Ireland), and 
then they scored a second shipment a few 
weeks later. Those five bottles I mentioned are 
the last survivors of shipment No. 2. 

THE DRINK 

On the nose, it's pleasant and unintimidat¬ 
ing, with hints of peppermint, citrus rind and 
toasted grains. At first taste, it's spicy and 
bright but with an oaky backbone that keeps 
it from washing away too quickly. It almost 



clings to the inside of your mouth, numbing 
and tingling your gums not unlike a Szechuan 
pepper. Some people say Green Spot is the 
best Irish you can get, that it's the ultimate 
refinement of the style popularized by Red 
Breast. I'm not a regular whiskey drinker, so 
all I'm going to say is that it's amazing. 

And how much are you going to pay for 
amazing? Well, in Ireland, a bottle of Green 
Spot sells for 40 GBP (roughly $70). If you want 
to get it shipped to the U.S., you're looking at a 
price tag of around 60 GBP (basically $100). At 
Hi-Time? It's just north of $40. Goddamn.

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Frida Kahlo’s Gaze 


MOLAA exhibits photos taken by and depicting the legendary Mexican artist

W hen Magdalena Carmen Frieda 
Kahlo y Calderon died in 1954, 
her husband, muralist Diego 
Rivera, sealed up her bedroom and studio, 
telling his executor it couldn’t be opened 
until after his death. When he died three 
years later, the executor left the room 
closed. Rumor emerged that she and Kahlo 
had been rivals over a boy during their 
childhood and the executor was the loser in 
that rivalry, but her attempt to silence the 
limited public memory of Kahlo failed, with 
the artist’s reputation taking off spectacu¬ 
larly in the 70s and ’80s. The time-capsule 
rooms, filled with clothing and photos and 
other personal objects, weren’t opened until 
after the executor’s death, five decades after 
Kahlo’s passing. 

Photographer and historian Pablo Ortiz 
Monasterio archived the treasure trove of 
6,500 personal photographs in the rooms, 
many featuring Kahlo, and curated the col¬ 
lection of more than 200 images currently 
making its only West Coast stop at the 
Museum of Latin American Art (MOLAA) 
in Long Beach. What’s on display aren’t the 
originals—Rivera’s will required the patri¬ 
mony never leave Mexico—but rather digi¬ 
tally scanned giclees, preserving every bit of 
fading, water damage and age spot. 

Frida’s father and her maternal grandfa¬ 
ther were both photographers. Repeatedly 
photographed and recorded from a young 
age—combined with a bout of childhood 


polio that damaged her body—there’s little 
doubt Kahlo was hyper-aware of being 
looked at, with even early photos suggest¬ 
ing a knowing way of presenting herself to 
the camera. Other inspirations also become 
clear right away: Her father took many 
images of himself and her mother and 
other family members in elaborate indig¬ 
enous costumes. 

There’s a host of famous people in the 
“Amores” gallery—Georgia O’Keeffe and 
Alfred Stieglitz, movie star Dolores del 
Rio, an evocative Edward Weston photo 
of Isamu Noguchi, cigarette stub dangling 
from his lip. Openly bisexual, Kahlo had 
several affairs, but aside from the curator’s 
notes mentioning it, there’s only a handful 
of pictures of handsome men—all reinforc¬ 
ing the heterosexual—with nothing obvious 
providing a visual representation of the 
women in her life. Her smeared lipstick 
graces only one photo: Rivera painting. 

When Kahlo was 18, a traffic accident 
further wrecked her already-mangled body. 
The resulting immobilization (and bore¬ 
dom) led her to begin painting her body 
cast before moving on to canvas: Nickolas 
Muray’s numerous photos of her recuper¬ 
ating and painting in bed (after one of the 
30-plus operations she had throughout her 
lifetime attempting to ease pain) are a lov¬ 
ing, erotic record of her recovery, whether 
bound like a baby in cervical traction or 
lying on her stomach, scarred lower back 


naked, lower body wrapped in wrinkled 
sheets, smiling eyes looking back at the 
photographer. Another photo of her injured 
back was clearly used as a reference for 
her painting Tree of Hope, which MOLAA 
docent Susan helpfully pointed out, using a 
book of Kahlo’s work tucked conveniently 
under her arm. A series of photographs 
that Kahlo mutilated also tie in neatly 
with the hospital photos: black-and-white 
figures without heads or cut at odd angles 
to remove the unloved from the printed 
memory, a tidy metaphor for her rejection 
of pain. 

Politics takes center stage in the final gal¬ 
lery, “Diego’s Gaze,” with iconic images of 
revolutionary figures from both the Mexi¬ 
can and Russian Revolutions. The Riveras 
were committed Communists and had a 
strong, if ill-conceived, admiration for Stalin 
(even though the two sheltered anti-fascist 
Bolshevik Leon Trotsky at their home in 
Mexico when he fell out of favor with Uncle 
Joe). The several pictures taken by or attrib¬ 
uted to Kahlo are magical: the painterly 
Composition of proletariat woodworking 
tools; the rosy-cheeked doll immobile on 
the ground as a horse bucks and kicks in 
Juguetes Populares, a child-like reference to 
her injuries; a shot looking up at Rockefeller 
Center; most telling, a loving close-up of 
Rivera’s eye. 

My perception, prior to this exhibit, was 


that Kahlo’s obsessive painting of herself 
was an attempt to not become subsumed 
by Rivera’s suffocating personality. That 
may still be a factor, but I think the cura¬ 
tor’s posted quote from art historian Gannit 
Ankori about the carefully crafted persona, 
pre-paparazzi, of the “Mythical Frida” is far 
more revelatory. Frida’s indigenous clothing 
(intended as a communist political state¬ 
ment rejecting bourgeois values, while reas¬ 
serting ethnicity over the European dress en 
vogue at the time); her intentional lies about 
her birth date (shifting it forward a few 
years to symbolically tie her directly to the 
start of the Mexican revolution); the Earth 
Mother animal props (dogs, fawns, an eagle, 
monkeys); the protofeminist monobrow and 
unshaved lip... This is not a victim afraid 
of disappearing, but rather a woman tak¬ 
ing control of the world’s perception of her. 
The images we take, make and are drawn to 
are deeply subjective, but for a few minutes 
at MOLAA, looking at photos Frida Kahlo 
cherished, we can see the world through her 
eyes: It’s a work in progress, her life a public 
diary sharing itself with the world.

New X-Men meet old X-Men and explain lots of stuff

A merica’s sweetheart Jennifer 

Lawrence truly can do anything. 

In the course of three months, 
she’s managed to graciously lose an Oscar 
(her third nomination in four years), 
swan above the mansplaining condescen¬ 
sion of a male pundit who tsk-tsked her 
for getting drunk in public, and burst into 
the summer blockbuster X-Men: Days of 
Future Past as a politicized ’70s soul sister 
grimly fighting for mutant equality by 
any means necessary. It’s no coincidence 
that in one scene where she embarrasses 
herself before a crowd of normals, her 
shapeshifter changes her skin from blue 
to black and holds her head high under 
the weight of a righteous Afro. 

When we first met her in 2011’s X-Men: 
First Class , Lawrence played a well- 
behaved do-gooder named Raven. Radi¬ 
calized by the loss of her mutant friends 
(including January Jones’ plot-haltingly 
wooden Emma Frost), Raven ditched her 
establishment name and rechristened 
herself Mystique. When we meet her 
again in 1973, the setting of most of Days 
of Future Past , Mystique is plotting to 
assassinate anti-mutant activist Dr. Boli¬ 
var Trask (an eerily calm Peter Dinklage). 
That act of aggression will lead, 50 years 
later, to the total destruction of life on 
our planet. 

How do we know? Because that’s 
where the film starts, in a present-day

apocalypse made of gray rubble with jolts 
of neon: purple lasers, yellow mind-con¬ 
trol pogs and piles of lime-green corpses, 
some fresh and some already artistically 
mulched. The last of our aging X-Men— 
Patrick Stewart’s Professor X, Ian McKel¬ 
len’s Magneto and Halle Berry’s Storm 
(i.e., those actors who are happy to collect 
another X-Men paycheck as long as it 
doesn’t require anything more strenuous 
than stalking across a room)—are days 
away from the end. 

With help from Ellen Page as pocket- 
size quantum physicist Kitty Pryde (I’m 
giving names because the film itself 
doesn’t bother), the X-Men seize on a 
Hail Mary last hope: send Wolverine’s 
(Hugh Jackman) consciousness half a 
century back in time into his younger 
body so he can find Mystique before the 
pivotal misdeed and, you know, very 
nicely ask her not to. For kicks, he must 
enlist the Professor and Magneto’s earlier 
selves, even though the former (James 
McAvoy) is a depressive addicted to 
painkillers and the latter (Michael Fass- 
bender) is locked in a dungeon 100 stories 
beneath the Pentagon for killing JFK. 

Wait, JFK? “What else explains a bullet 
miraculously curving in the air?” glowers 
McAvoy’s bitter mentalist, who still hasn’t 
forgiven the once-powerful Magneto for 
crippling him in the last film during the 
Bay of Pigs. Now in the Nixon era, their 


tensions mirror the real-life fallout of the 
Vietnam War: The Professor is the mar¬ 
tyred peacenik Ron Kovic, Magneto the 
unrepentant Kissinger and Mystique the 
guerrilla soldier who answers to no one 
but her own conscience. 

You have to admire X-Men’ s auda¬ 
cious rejiggering of history to fit fiction. 
Stan Lee launched the series in 1963, 
the dawn of the civil-rights movement, 
and even at their clangiest the films have 
never forgotten that these metal, ice, 
claw and magma brawls are really meta¬ 
phors for acceptance. Luckily for the 
franchise, we’ve marginalized so many 
groups that each generation can layer 
its own struggle over the mutants’, be it 
black power, brown power, gay rights or 
god help us, Bronies. 

Still, all this good-intentioned selfless¬ 
ness means that the movies don’t have 
room to enjoy themselves. Future Past 
starts fast and never slows down. There’s 
not a line of dialogue that isn’t exposition, 
as though screenwriter Simon Kinberg 
feared that if he ever stopped drilling 
home his messages about peace, love and 
social panic, we might think we were sim¬ 
ply in the theater to have fun. It’s like dis¬ 
covering your box of Milk Duds is really 
chocolate-covered vitamins. 

What fun there is slips in through 
director Bryan Singer’s visuals. When 
Wolverine wakes up in the ’70s, the first 


thing he sees is a lava lamp. Everyone’s a 
fashion disaster, from Professor X’s wide 
floral lapels to Magneto’s bell-bottoms. 

As for Jackman himself, over the 14 years 
he’s played Wolvie, he’s somehow gotten 
more ripped. Now 45, he’s so lean that 
when the sun dapples his veiny shoul¬ 
ders, they look like tree bark. 

Wolverine has always factored into 
the franchise as an apathetic demigod, 
an Achilles roused to fight only when 
war gets personal. Here, he’s stuck in the 
unusual role of moral compass, the Freak 
of Christmas Future, while the younger 
mutants get the good fights. 

The best of the gang is the fast-moving 
Quicksilver (Evan Peters), who can’t 
resist hot-dogging while he saves the day. 
In one showdown, while swatting away 
bullets aimed at his friends, he takes a 
few short breaks to sample some soup, 
steal a hat and rearrange the bad guys 
so that when the clock catches up, they 
punch each other in the face like the 
Three Stooges. He’s so entertaining that 
it’s a disappointment when Wolverine 
and company choose not to bring him 
along for the rest of the film. Quicksilver 
will return in The Avengers 2, but the rig¬ 
maroles of multi-studio Marvel contracts 
require he be recast with a different actor. 
Listen, Fox and Disney: If mutants and 
humans can learn to share a universe, 
maybe you can, too.

50TO 1 There's something surreal about 
a low-budget indie compulsively aping 
generic Hollywood narratives; like a 
video of a dog driving a car, something 
feels unnervingly out of place. Such is 
the experience of watching 50 to 1, a 
paint-by-numbers telling of the story of 
Mine That Bird, the long shot racehorse 
that won the 2009 Kentucky Derby. The 
film is replete with the washed-up trainer, 
Chip (Skeet Ulrich); the hotshot cowboy 
owner, Mark (Christian Kane); the crotch¬ 
ety old naysayer, Doc (William Devane); 
and the spunky assistant, Alex (Madelyn 
Deutch). The characters' feelings are 
as unsubtly drawn as their personae; in 
most of his scenes, Doc's given little to 
do other than repeat that Mark's hiring 
Chip was a mistake. Chip, for his part, 
might as well be given a giant blinking 
sign with the words "Needs Redemption" 
on it—he's broke, and at one point his 
brother tells him that Mine That Bird is 
all Chip's got. The manner in which 50 to 
1 creates sympathy for its characters is 
so nakedly manipulative that it's difficult 
to become invested. Broad-strokes sto¬ 
rytelling persists throughout: In another 
scene, Chip and Alex go on a road trip, 
which commences with the duo fight¬ 
ing over the radio. Could there be a 
more obvious way to convey that their 
personalities clash? While the film isn't 
without charming moments—the Derby 
sequence is entertaining—the lack of 
narrative sophistication grates. (PG-13)

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2 Swollen 
as the liver of a foie-gras goose, The 
Amazing Spider-Man 2 devotes some 25 
minutes to Peter Parker discovering the 
secret history behind the science-magic 
spider bite that made him Amazing. "His 
greatest battle begins" promise the post¬ 
ers for this installment, which illustrates 
the problem: five movies in 12 years, and 
he's still beginning. The clever, inventive, 
ridiculous variations that comic-book 
writer Dan Slott pulls off in print each 
month seem impossible for Sony's 
big-screen take on the character. Here 
again Peter learns that those he loves 
most are in danger, and that with great 
power comes you-know-what, all while 
his rich-boy pal Harry Osborn (Dane 
DeHaan) struggles with the troubled 
inheritances—madness and Oscorp— 
that you may remember from just two 
movies ago. Couldn't we just get to that 
greatest battle now? So, this Spider- 
Man does whatever a Spider-Man's 
done before, and during the cluttered, 
confusing, back-to-back climactic villain 
fights, he just does whatever. As he and 
its-complicated girlfriend Gwen Stacy 
(Emma Stone) manipulate New York 
City's power grid to somehow bring down 
Electro (Jamie Foxx), the movie leaves it 
to you to figure out what's going on. Still, 
not all is lost in this latest Spider-Man 
rebuilding year. The movie improves in 
most ways on its predecessor. The teen¬ 
age joy of life ahead offering nothing but 
possibility edges much more of the web- 
slinging, especially in the first third. Also 
strong: the crushed-out romantic scenes 
between Stone's Gwen and Andrew 
Garfield's Peter. But this sequel bloats 
up with mysteries and emotional crises, 
and in the long, sagging middle, there's 
no urgency connecting one sequence 
to the next. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

BELLE Although it's based on the true story 
of the illegitimate daughter of a Royal 
Navy captain and an enslaved African 
woman, Amma Asante's Belle's richest 


inspiration comes from a painting. A 1779 
double portrait shows a pretty blonde 
teenager decked out in late-18th-century 
finery, and a dark-skinned young woman 
in an equally fine gown who appears to 
be dashing out of the frame to some¬ 
place more exciting. It's impossible to 
see this grand and mysterious picture 
and not want to know her story. That's 
exactly how screenwriter Misan Sagay 
fell into writing Belle, which is highly fic¬ 
tionalized: Little is known about the black 
woman in the painting, Dido Elizabeth 
Belle, who as a young girl was sent to 
Hampstead be raised by her great uncle, 
the Earl of Mansfield. In Belle, Lord and 
Lady Mansfield (Tom Wilkinson and Emily 
Watson) briefly cluck over the color of 
her skin before fully accepting her into 
their household, along with another 
grandniece. The two little girls grow into 
young women; Dido (Gugu Mbatha-Raw) 
and Elizabeth (Sarah Gadon) become as 
close as sisters. The most compelling 
twist of Belle is that Lord Mansfield, 
in his capacity as Lord Chief Justice, 
is about to rule on a case that would 
become a fulcrum for the abolitionist 
movement: The 1781 Zong massacre, 
in which Africans on a slave ship were 
killed by the crew, ostensibly because 
there wasn't enough drinking water 
onboard. There's a great story here, but 
Asante can't quite harness its power. 
Belle moves stiffly, encumbered by too 
many petticoats of expository dialogue. 
Mbatha-Raw tries to bring the right 
proportions of elegance and warmth to 
the role, but she can't bust out of the 
movie's overpolished costume-drama 
conception. (PG) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

GODZILLA There are two great moments 
in this Godzilla: One, when the scientist 
played by Ken Watanabe—a wonder¬ 
ful actor who's as underused as Bryan 
Cranston, Juliette Binoche, and everyone 
else here—captivates a roomful of 
unimaginative military types with a heart¬ 
felt story about the Japanese origins of 
the movie's nuclear-radiated trouble¬ 
maker, capping it off with the unbeatable 
kicker "We call him—Gojira!" In the 
other, Godzilla uses his super-powered 
radioactive heat-ray breath to fry a 
something-or-other whose identity the 
spoiler police forbid us to reveal. You 
could make a Vine of this moment and 
charge people $13.50, plus $7.50 for 3D 
glasses, just to watch it over and over 
again for two hours. It's that awesome. 
But it's just one tiny beat in an otherwise 
way-too-big movie that, weirdly, doesn't 
give us enough of the one big guy we 
showed up to see in the first place. 
Instead, we get massive, elaborate 
sets—of destroyed cities, of caves, of 
nuclear-reactor innards—that could 
be anywhere but look like nowhere. 

The action jumps from the Philippines 
circa 1999, where scientists investigate 
weird formations in a cave, to Japan 
around the same time, and then to the 
present day, where we might be in 
Hawaii, San Francisco, or anywhere in 
between at any given time—it's hard to 
keep track, or to care. Godzilla is one 
of those generic blockbusters that's 
undone by spectacle: Everything is so 
gargantuan that nothing has any weight. 
This Godzilla, no matter how cool his fire 
breath is, can't live up to the monster 
of our dreams. That one we still call 
Gojira. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE LUNCHBOX "The way to a man's 
heart is through his stomach" runs the 
old cliche and the rather uninspired start¬ 
ing point for The Lunchbox, a slow-build¬ 
ing, pleasingly low-key romantic dramedy 
set in Mumbai. Making his feature-length 
debut as writer and director, Ritesh 
Batra throws some emotional and logisti¬ 
cal complications at the premise. The 
stomach in question belongs to grouchy 
widower Saajan (the appealing Irrfan 


Khan, seen on American screens in Life 
of Pi), while lla (Nimrat Kaur), the woman 
whose cooking sets his taste buds afire, 
is much younger and married. Even more 
complicated is the fact that the two have 
never laid eyes on each other; Saajan 
ends up eating the food lla lovingly pre¬ 
pares for her aloof husband through a 
mix-up in the city's lunch courier system. 
Soon the two are tucking heartfelt letters 
into the meal containers and mulling the 
possibility of a face-to-face rendezvous. 
Batra isn't ambitious with the visuals, but 
he creates an effective, unfussy sense 
of urban space, both indoor (cramped 
apartments, crowded buses) and outdoor 
(even leafy residential streets seem to 
be swarming with playing children). He 
also gently pushes his story beyond its 
cutesy gustatory-epistolary gimmick to 
ponder how much—or little—room indi¬ 
viduals have to pursue personal desires 
in deeply tradition-bound Indian society. 
The Lunchbox proceeds modestly and 
with minimal pandering (there are few 
mouth-watering food shots and even 
fewer jokey one-liners) to a satisfyingly 
bittersweet conclusion. It also comes 
up with a terrific supporting character in 
Shaikh (Nawazuddin Siddiqui), Saajan's 
sweet-tempered chatterbox of a protege 
at work. Theirs is the relationship worth 
rooting for. (Not Rated) Jon Frosch. 
Edwards Westpark 8, Irvine. 

MILLION DOLLAR ARM Only in 
America—or an American movie— 
could the story of the first two Indian 
players to be signed to a Major League 
Baseball team get spun as an L.A. 
sports agent's journey toward realizing 
the importance of family and not only 
dating models. In Million Dollar Arm's 
second half, when it collapses like the 
'78 Red Sox, Jon Hamm's JB Bernstein 
has plucked two athletes from villages 
on the subcontinent and then borderline 
imprisoned them in his austere California 
manse. Just months before, these young 
men had never held a baseball. Neither 
speaks English, both are achingly 
homesick, and they're drilling each day 
for an upcoming MLB tryout. But the 
movie sidelines all this real-life drama 
to shove Hamm into the oldest of plots: 
The Businessman Who Stops Putting 
Business First But Is Rewarded in the 
End with a Great Success in Business 
Anyway. Still, much of Million Dollar Arm 
is pretty good for a movie committed to 
the wrong character's story. The much 
stronger first half covers JB's tour of 
India with his Million Dollar Arm pitching 
contest. He sees this cricket-obsessed 
nation as an unexploited resource: 

Surely someone there has MLB-level 
"juice." This plays as a bustling trav¬ 
elogue, a splendidly shot comedy that 
tickles at a self-involved American's 
frustrations at the differences between 
here and there. If the filmmakers had 
later afforded their Indian characters the 
screentime and agency JB enjoyed on 
his adventure, Million Dollar Arm might 
have distinguished itself. Instead, its only 
suspense comes from wondering how 
far the story will go before departing this 
world for the land of sports-movie magic. 
(PG) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE QUIET ONES To the extent that hor¬ 
ror film The Quiet Ones is at all notable, 
it's largely thanks to the work of sound 
supervisor Dan Snow and his team 
of audio technicians. Whether it's the 
sound of a champagne bottle being 
uncorked, or of bodies slammed into 
walls by unseen forces, it's the audio 
crew's handiwork that gives Quiet Ones, 
directed by John Pogue, its occasional 
jolts. Very loosely based on a true story, 
the film is largely set in a sprawling, 
dilapidated, isolated British country 
estate, which is where professor Joseph 
Coupland (Jared Harris) moves Jane 
Harper (Olivia Cooke), his troubled young 
mental patient, after his research fund¬ 
ing is pulled. With a Noble Prize as his 


goal, he's trying to prove that the havoc 
wrought by the evil spirit supposedly 
haunting Jane is actually a manifesta¬ 
tion of the young woman's dark psychic 
energy. Naturally, he couldn't be more 
wrong. Accompanying him on his mis¬ 
sion are a couple of photogenic acolytes 
and a novice documentarian, only one 
of whom will be left standing after invis¬ 
ible hands bitch slap them, drag them 
up walls, and crack a number of bones. 
Unfortunately, it's all very familiar and 
somewhat tediously played out. Harris, 
as the increasingly mad professor with 
a grim back story, and Cooke, as the 
patient with an even grimmer past, are 
fine in their parts, but are ultimately 
defeated by formulaic story and plot 
twists, and pacing that too often drags 
(PG-13) Ernest Hardy. Countywide. 

RIO 2 Frantic, broad, and terrified of 
losing its young audience's attention 
for even, like, one single picosecond, 
Rio 2 feels like biting down on a golf- 
ball-size bolus of Skittles while a 
youth counselor sitting backward in a 
chair fist-bumps you and shouts, "The 
environment is cool, brah!" Visually, 
it's a shrapnel grenade packed with 
crayons exploding directly into your 
eyeballs. Having settled down with 
his mate, Jewel (Anne Hathaway), 


to raise three hatchlings in a Rio de 
Janeiro sanctuary, blue macaw Blu 
(Jesse Eisenberg) learns from the T.V. 
that biologists have discovered a flock 
of his own, endangered species in 
a remote region of the Amazon. The 
family migrates to the jungle, where 
Jewel finds her father, Eduardo (Andy 
Garcia), a Great Santini figure who 
can't relate to Blu's domesticated 
attachment to the GPS he keeps in 
his fanny pack. Mean parrot Nigel 
(Jemaine Clement), having been 
resurrected between films via some 
improbably human emergency medi¬ 
cal intervention, pursues the family, 
bent on revenge. Rio 2 wants to be a 
musical, but instead of timing songs 
to, say, the emotional peaks of the 
characters, director Carlos Saldanha 
opts for high-intensity intervals of 
singing every four minutes. Whenever 
the writers can't come up with a deaf¬ 
ening enough punch line, they just kill 
something as a gag—piranhas leap 
out of the river and munch a chorus 
line of capybaras to their bones; a jag¬ 
uar leaps out of the foliage and swal¬ 
lows a "Memories"-singing arboreal 
ingenue. Oh, and there's some stuff 
about loggers cutting down the jungle.

Hail to the Queen 

Brody Dalle sidesteps her fears to rule the stage

B efore she hit the stage at Alex’s 
Bar in Long Beach this past Feb¬ 
ruary, Brody Dalle was a wreck. 
Despite having played at stadiums and 
festivals, she paced back and forth with 
the anxious energy of a newcomer 
about to play her first gig. Yet in a sense, 
that’s exactly what the veteran singer/ 
songwriter was doing. 

“When I’m not on tour and playing 
every night, I get a little bit nervous,” 
Dalle explains over the phone. “When 
you’re on tour, you get in a rhythm and 
you may have some not-so-great shows 
but you’re playing every night. The 
Long Beach show was terrifying and I 
don’t remember it.” 

Dalle’s status as a solo artist is new, 
but she’s been in bands since she was a 
teen in Melbourne, Australia. Regard¬ 
less, on that night at Alex’s, she had the 
jitters. She worried she’d forget lyrics or 
guitar chords. She had to be cognizant 
of the crowd and feed them some witty 
stage banter to show them that she was 
feeling their good vibes. She claims to be 
shy, but when you see her plow through 
her set, you’d think otherwise. 

“Standing in front of a room of people 
and being vulnerable, it’s scary,” the 
former Distillers front woman says. 
“Then you just let go and once you let 
go, it’s all good. I think since that was 
my first show that I was kind of holding 
on while the train took off.” 

After heading to Europe for more 
solo, warm-up shows, Dalle joined 
Nine Inch Nails and her husband Josh 
Homme’s band Queens of the Stone Age 


for a South Pacific tour, with dates in 
Australia and New Zealand. Although 
she was the opener, Dalle says that’s 
when things really got going. She and 
her backing band were disappointed 
when the tour ended. 

One of the main turning points for 
Dalle took place in 2010. Homme went 
in for knee surgery and actually died on 
the operating table before being resusci¬ 
tated. The incident understandably had 
an enormous impact on Dalle. 

“That was terrifying, absolutely ter¬ 
rifying,” she says, holding back her emo¬ 
tions. “My husband is a super human. 

I don’t think I’ve seen someone endure 
that much physical pain before in my 
life. It was brutal and really scary.” 

As a result, Dalle spent years tend¬ 
ing to life at home before beginning 
work on her first solo record, Diploid 
Love. Co-produced with frequent 
Queens collaborator Alain Johannes, 
the collection features a slew of artists 
whom Dalle admires. Garbage’s Shirley 
Manson (“She’s my favorite and like a 
big sister and mentor”), Nick Valensi of 
the Strokes, Emily Kokal of Warpaint 
and Michael Shuman of Queens of the 
Stone Age all appear on the album. 
Working with this eclectic group of 
rockers brought different elements to 
Dalle’s sound. 

Unlike musicians who head into the 
studio with a tightly crafted schedule 
and songs to record, Dalle says she 
works best when she flies by the seat 
of her pants, which opens the door for 
more creativity. Her spirit can be heard 


on the harder, more rockin’ songs as 
well as the tender, vulnerable tracks. 

“All of my stuff is personal,” she says. 
“I love writing poetry and putting words 
together to paint a picture and I think 
I’m at a point where I can eloquently 
[express] how I’m feeling and what I’m 
thinking, which comes with my experi¬ 
ences of writing.” 

After she finishes up her run of solo 
shows, Dalle will once again hit the road 
opening for her husband’s band. Outside 
of the usual benefits of traveling as a 
husband and wife, Dalle says that one of 
the biggest net positives is taking their 
two kids out on the road with them. 

“It’s the best of both worlds,” she 
says. “It’s painful to be away from them. 
I have anxiety when I think about it. But 
they’re great travelers and are pros at 
this point.” 

As her solo career blossoms, Dalle 
knows there are more albums to be made 
and more shows to be played. Spending a 
tumultuous half decade tending to family 
matters has not only strengthened her 
resolve, but allows her to reflect posi¬ 
tively on her new beginning. 

“It feels great and I’m actually enjoy¬ 
ing it more than I ever did before,” Dalle 
says. “I feel more in tune and connected 
to myself than I ever did before, which 
is something that feels awesome.”

Cherry Glazerr master the art of blowing up and 

staying sweet

C lementine Creevy, the just- 

turned-17-year-old front woman 
of Cherry Glazerr, is hurriedly 
typing an assignment to her teacher on 
her phone. She wishes she had brought 
her backpack to the show, but didn’t 
think she’d have time to study. (Her 
local garage-rock band is opening for 
well-regarded Hardly Art act Hunx and 
His Punx.) Meanwhile, band mate Han¬ 
nah Uribe, 16, has been busy studying 
for the SAT in between attending class 
and practicing drums. Bassist Sean Red¬ 
man, 22, is the only one who can buy a 
beer. Yet these young rockers are on the 
verge of breaking through. 

In 2012, you might have found 
Creevy sitting in her bedroom, listen¬ 
ing to Tobacco and Syd Barrett and 
writing songs about her cat and the 
“pizza monster” under her bed. Back 
then, she recorded under the name 
Clembutt, and her standout demos 
included “Teenage Girl,” which cap¬ 
tures adolescent angst beneath hazy 
guitar riffs and jingle bells (Rookie 
Magazine liked it), and “Grilled 
Cheese,” the song that caught Red¬ 
man’s attention when the two met at 
a summer workshop at the Musicians 
Institute of Hollywood. 

Creevy continued recording with an 
amorphous band of musician friends, 
and her original songs were trans¬ 
formed into Papa Cremp, a demo that 
Burger Records released on cassette in 
2013 after co-founder Sean Bohrman 
discovered it on Clembutt’s Sound- 
Cloud. The band was formed, and they 
took their name from NPR reporter 
Chery Glaser. 

These days you still might find 
Cherry Glazerr playing the Smell and 
at house parties; what’s odd is that 
said house parties feature parents 
waiting outside to pick up their kids 


afterward. (The parents tend to be 
fans, too—especially the dads.) Mean¬ 
while, they’re kinda blowing up; the 
band most recently played the El Rey 
with punk icons Redd Kross and Mikal 
Cronin, and also shared a lineup with 
Bleached and the Black Lips at Jubilee 
Festival last summer. They also played 
at 2013’s Burgerama festival (they’re 
on the bill this year, too), where they 
captured the attention of fashion icon 
Hedi Slimane. 

Slimane, creative director for Yves 
Saint Laurent, reached out to Creevy 
and Uribe while the two were travel¬ 
ing in London and asked them to play 
a fashion show after-party in Paris—a 
dream come true for a couple of teenage 
girls. “Teenage Girl” currently holds a 
place on the Saint Laurent home page, 
and the darkly lulling “Trick or Treat 
Dancefloor” is featured in the fashion 
label’s most recent ad campaign. The 
song was also included in season 2 of 
the CW network’s Arrows. 

But despite all this, they still have to 
get their homework in on time; they 
still watch what they say in interviews 
because their parents will probably 
read them; and venues have tried to pay 
them in pizza. 

“It’s the hardest I’ve ever tried,” says 
Uribe of the balancing act. (She’s plan¬ 
ning to go to college.) 

This week, they return to Santa Ana 
for a gig at the Constellation Room on 
the heels of their new LP, Haxel Prin¬ 
cess, out on Burger Records. It’s clear 
that these kids are not messing around.

H ow about this for a first time festival 
gig: landing on the same bill as Foo 
Fighters, Outkast and Jack Johnson. If that 
sounds ridiculous, imagine how Irvine indie 
popsters Breach the Summit felt when it 
actually happened to them. Considering 
that their guitarist is still in high school and 
only one member is of drinking age makes 
nabbing a slot on the Firefly Music Festival 
in Dover, Delaware, all the more impressive. 
Before hitting the road for their inaugural 
festival appearance—in a fixed-up 1995 
Ford Champion mini-bus—the band has a 
warm-up hometown show at the Slidebar 
Rock-N-Roll Kitchen in Fullerton. 

Last October keyboardist Sam Beresford 
was cruising through a flurry of Internet 
music contests when he came across The 
Big Break for Firefly. At the time he wasn't 
familiar with the competition or the fest, 
and after entering, he didn't give much 
thought to the outcome. After being notified 
that BTS made it into the top 15 out of 2,500 
entries, he had a moment of disbelief. 

"I don't know how they narrowed it 
down," he says. "We somehow made the 
top 15 and from there it was just fan voting. 
We kept surviving every single day and 
eventually rose to the top three winners. It's 
one of the most unbelievable things that's 
happened to us as a band, and we're just 
so thankful for it." 

Breach the Summit heads out forthe 
festival in early June, stopping in Texas 
for two shows along the way. While the 
Firefly opportunity was a huge win for the 
band, there were other signs leading up to 


the contest that encouraged them. They 
picked up OC Music Award nominations for 
Best New Artist in 2013 and a subsequent 
nod for Best Pop in 2014. In between the 
noms, they were pleasantly surprised to 
be approached by Avenged Sevenfold's 
management for representation. Taking 
into account their catchy hooks and the 
multi-tasking talents of front man/drummer/ 
overall charmer Olen Kittelsen, their string 
of success isn't too surprising. 

The young band's musical chops largely 
stem from early childhood experience. 
Beresford, who began playing keys at age 
6, met guitarist Jacob Berger in a high 
school music group. The after-school 
group was led by their late, beloved Irvine 
music instructor Todd Larsen, who both 
Berger and Beresford credit with inspiring 
them to pursue their dreams. Kittelsen was 
already a seasoned performer when he 
picked up drumsticks at age 5. He would 
tag along with his father, a music thera¬ 
pist, to sing for elderly and Alzheimer's 
patients, which sparked his early adora¬ 
tion for sound. 

"I really started to realize the power that 
music had, and that it was so universal. 
People would be kind of out of it, and then 
hear a song and light up and start singing 
along," Kittelsen says. "Music transcends 
all emotional, physical and mental ailments. 
Those experiences stuck with me." 

Breach the Summit's indie vibe and pop 
savvy combine to create a sound that's 
youthful enough to snag the attention of 
Millennial and substantial enough to 
perk up the ears of Gen-Xers. The group, 
rounded out by bassist Kody Buxton, feels 
that while their latest EP, The City, is some¬ 
thing to be proud of, they're still striving to 
reach their full potential. Winning a slot on 
a lineup that includes some of the biggest 
names in the music industry might be just 
the push they need. 

"I think that every band goes through a 
period where they're not taken completely 
seriously, where it's just friends and family 
coming to shows," Beresford says. "Ever 
since the lineup came out for Firefly and 
everyone saw our name at the bottom of it, 
it changed how people look at us."

How Epic Rap Battles of History became 
accidentally educational

N ice Peter doesn’t live up to his 
name. At least not when he’s in 
the middle of a rap battle. But 
while most MCs like to revel in their own 
reputations as cutthroat, lyrical badasses, 
Nice Peter (Peter Shukoff) and his part¬ 
ner Epic LLOYD (Lloyd Ahlquist) usually 
let people such as Abraham Lincoln, Elvis 
Presley and Hitler take all the credit. 
Since about 2010, they’ve been pushing 
the virally popular YouTube web series 
Epic Rap Battles of History, a series dedi¬ 
cated to their fully costumed throwdowns 
between two iconic or celebrity figures, 
as chosen by fans online. 

More than 1.5 billion views later, 
what started out as a hobby has become 
more than a full-time job for the two 
and their production crew. After a brief 
absence from the web, Epic Rap Battles 
recently popped up again to resume its 
third season. We spoke to Nice Peter 
about the inner workings of the episodes 
and learned a little more about the man 
behind the assortment of hilarious bars, 
costumes and accents. 

OC WEEKLY; You’ve said before that you 
started learning about how to direct vid¬ 
eos by watching YouTube, and now Epic 
Rap Battles of History is one of the most 
watched channels on the site. That’s gotta 
be a bit surreal for you. 

NICE PETER: It’s very surreal for me. 

Part of it is that [Lloyd and I] still use 
YouTube as our way to get information 
and entertainment and share things, and 
it keeps us a little closer to our viewers. 
We try to keep the same perspective as 
them, and we’re just performers who get 
up and do our thing. I still love it; it’s a 
great, free place to make entertainment. 
Were you guys on a production hiatus, 
or did you just not upload any new ones 
until recently? 

Yeah, it’s not really a hiatus from working 
on them; it was a hiatus from the upload 
cycle. It’s a pretty small, intimate crew, 
and I guess I’m guilty of liking to touch 
every part of the projects. So it’s a rela¬ 
tively obsessive, 24-hours-a-day process. 
We dream about songs, and visions of the 
video edits haunt us as we try to sleep. So 
we decided to just make it really intense, 
and then step back from it. 

Every battle feels as though there’s 
something in there for people who know 
nothing about the character and some¬ 
thing for those who know everything 
about the character. 

Our three-level joke system is that we 
want some jokes that everyone can 
understand, some middle jokes that most 
people could get, and then those jokes 
that only a few super-nerd, die-hard fans 
will appreciate. What’s cool about that is 
now that the series has developed a fan 
base of its own, we can see it inspiring 
young people to learn stuff so they can 


understand what that joke about [former 
Soviet leader Mikhail] Gorbachev was. 

We didn’t get into this thinking we were 
gonna teach people about history, I think, 
but we accidentally started to. 

About how long does each video take? Is 
there a solid formula to creating them at 
this point? 

We’re still experimenting. We used to 
turn them around in about two weeks, 
with everyone working at the same time. 
But it didn’t really work that well as far as 
keeping our sanity. So now we spend like 
a month or so on each one. You can only 
read so many comic books before you 
gotta switch over to a physics documen¬ 
tary. When we’re in the research phase, 
we’re just consuming as much informa¬ 
tion as possible. 

Were you a closet rapper before coming out 
with Epic Rap Battles? What made you 
wanna rap in the first place? 

I was a singer/songwriter doing a come- 
dic-song routine at a bar in the Midwest 
for years in front of a couple of hundred 
people who probably didn’t really care. 
And I just played funny songs for two to 
three hours. I had a lot of experience with 
using my voice to perform, but I’d never 
really rapped. Then I met Lloyd, like, 10 
years ago in Chicago, and he was a rap¬ 
per as a hobby. We had this blossoming 
friendship, and I would help him record 
his rap songs, and I’d learn about rap, 
and I’d see him at a party, and we’d rap or 
whatever, and I started practicing it. 

So part of your writing process has to do 
with adapting to the character’s voice and 
the way that person would say things? 
Yeah, 100 percent—so that’s where my 
lack of a rap voice was a blessing because 
I’m not firmly rooted in one style. I had to 
figure it out as I went along. 

Do you guys typically write your battle 
raps together or apart from each other? 

It’s a whole stew of different scenarios. 
We have another rapper named Zach 
Sherwin who played Einstein and Sher¬ 
lock Holmes in some of the previous 
episodes. He was part of this idea, since 
it was a sketch that was part of a stage 
show. So there’s usually two or three 
really clever rhymes that come from 
him, and I weave them into whatever 
I’m working on. With Lloyd, an idea will 
come up, and we’ll get a beat from one 
of the producers we work with from all 
over the world. Lloyd will go in a room 
and write, and I’ll go in a room and hit 
my head against a wall, and then sud¬ 
denly it all comes together, and it comes 
out at once. 

Can you talk about the summer tour you’ve 
got coming up [starting June 1 at the Trou¬ 
badour], during which you’re performing 
some of these battles live? 

One of our other writers, Dante, is play¬ 
ing drums, and I’m playing guitar. I think 
Lloyd and I both decided to give each 


other some loving space for a little while. 
He’s working on an improv show with 
YouTube, and I’m gonna tour around. 
And the way I do rap battles during the 
show is I get an audience volunteer to 
come up, and I let them choose which 
character they want to battle as, and I 
perform the other character, and we have 
a beat, and I let someone do a rap battle 
with me. 

That sounds hard! 

Yeah, and they usually show up having 
their lyrics down better than I do. They 
practice and get it together. And it’s usu¬ 
ally either these tiny girls or big Swedish 
guys, and seeing them rap with passion 
and abandon, it’s pretty great. 

Is there anyone that you refuse to parody 
on principle? 

I have so far avoided doing Jesus. If I 


put Jesus in a rap battle, it’s guaranteed 
to upset a lot of people. And while I’m 
not scared of that reaction, it’s not really 
what I’m trying to do. I think for the 
same reason we’ve avoided Osama Bin 
Laden.... I think religion is touchy, even 
though we did Moses. Religion changes 
the argument into something else, and 
people get weird about it. 

Anything you can offer as far as a sneak 
peak for upcoming shows? 

We have Weird Al coming to play Isaac 
Newton, and it was an honor and so 
incredible, and he worked so hard. We 
have our biggest battle ever with the most 
people we’ve ever done. We really wanted 
to come back really strong and show 
people what we can do after doing it all 
these years.

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Down With ‘EDM’ 


Why dance music’s latest catch-all term 

needs to stop. Now

I love electronic music. I love the sound, 
the artists, the parties, the people, the 
scene—in fact, I’m into pretty much 
everything about this particular genre of 
music. But there’s one thing about elec- 
tronica that I’m really, really not into, not 
at all. 

It’s the term “EDM.” I hate it. 

Some of this sentiment might be attrib¬ 
utable to old-school sentimentality. I am 
yelling at the kids to get off my lawn—I 
acknowledge that. 

But there are reasons for my dislike that 
transcend the fact that I’m a crotchety old 
raver. First of all, it’s inaccurate. Second, 
it’s really only used in the United States. 
And third, it’s used mostly by people out¬ 
side the scene to describe music they don’t 
really understand. 

I started listening to electronic music 
in the late ’90s. Back then, people used 
another blanket term for it: techno. This 
wasn’t a sustainable descriptor, mostly 
because techno is a specific subgenre of 
electronic music—it’s kind of akin to refer¬ 
ring to all rock music as “metal.” 

Those of us who were listening to 
it, though, typically didn’t refer to it as 
“techno.” We used the names for the spe¬ 
cific subgenres—house, drum and bass, 
garage, trip-hop, etc.—or we talked about 
music in the context of a specific event. 

Sometimes, you’d hear people talk about 
“dance music” when discussing the rave 
scene during that point in time. That’s how 
Europeans were referring to electronic 
music, and it was considered self-evident 
the dance music in question was elec¬ 
tronic—what other kind of dance music was 
there, really? You might say “EDM” isn’t 
that far removed from “dance music”—and 
we have to call it something, right? 

But EDM is not an accurate descrip¬ 
tion of the vast variety of electronic music 
that’s widely available. For example, I listen 
mostly to trip-hop and downtempo, which 


are chill-out genres not designed for danc¬ 
ing. Why would you call something EDM 
when it’s not really dance music at all? 

Also, since EDM is a term that’s used 
exclusively in the United States, it makes 
us look a little bit silly and parochial to the 
international music scene. 

Finally—and this is my own personal 
bias—I associate the term “EDM” with, 
well, bros with frosted hair and wifebeaters 
who hit the clubs on the weekend so they 
can drink excessively and mack on scantily 
clad women. It reminds me of The Jersey 
Shore’s Pauly D and the type of people who 
would call the shlock that he spins “quality 
house music.” It reminds me of the people 
who go to parties to see, be seen, get high 
and make out with strangers, not to listen to 
the music. It’s not a term I’ve ever heard a 
D J or promoter use—it’s reserved for peo¬ 
ple who don’t know much (or anything at 
all) about electronic music but need a quick 
way to classify it. 

We should use the terms of each specific 
genre. Techno is techno. House is house. 
Dubstep is dubstep. Garage is garage. As the 
genres continue to evolve, the parallels with 
rock will become more clear—first, we had 
rock & roll, and then, as that style of music 
matured, we had different flavors nestled 
within that descriptor: folk-rock, psyche¬ 
delic, glam rock, punk. 

Most people wouldn’t describe Metallica 
as a rock band. Nor would anyone describe 
John Mayer as a rock artist. As the style 
has grown and changed, each subgenre has 
become a genre in its own right. 

I think that’s what’s happening to elec¬ 
tronic music. But until we reach the point 
at which mass consumers of music media 
can identify the differences between 
house and techno, drum and bass, and 
dubstep, I’m going to keep on calling it 
“electronic music.” 

Because I just can’t take EDM seriously.

Failing Up 

El Fracaso in Santa Ana is the most famous bar 

you’ve never visited 


F or almost 15 years now, I’ve howled 
in laughter every time an out-of- 
town reporter filed a dispatch that 
mentions El Fracaso in SanTana. Dozens 
of local and national papers have given 
the bar a shout-out in that time—but 
only as an aside, and only to elevate their 
cheap prose. See, most of these stories 
usually focus on Lupe Gomez Income 
Tax two doors down, home to a Mexican 
immigrant who pioneered a remittance 
program that pushed Mexico from Third 
World status into First. And to show 
from what a bad stretch of Harbor Bou¬ 
levard Lopez’s little miracle originates, 
the reporter inevitably drops this literary 
bomb: El Fracaso translates as “The Fail¬ 
ure” in Spanish. DEEP ... 

Not once have any of those scribes 
ever bothered to actually step into El 
Fracaso to see if it lives up to its fatal¬ 
istic name. Why should they? Mexicans 
are naturally failures, after all, accord¬ 
ing to the Associated Press Stylebook. 
Who cares if El Fracaso is actually one 
of the cleanest-kept paisa bars in OC, 
with restrooms that don’t smell like 
stale piss, crisp flat-screen TVs tuned 
in to soccer or boxing, and a gorgeous 
long bar with “Bienvenidos al Fracaso” 
lit above it? Or that the women lord 
over the room on an elevated walkway 
behind the bar, the easier to fetch beers 
from the multiple coolers and titillate 
the clientele with their chichis and rial- 
gas a la Coyote Ugly ? 

Fact is, El Fracaso is a legendary bar 
in Mexican OC—for that name, right, but 
also because it’s a no-drama type of place, 
where working men can unwind without 
having to worry about narcos or mayhem. 
The typical uniform here is a grease-, 
paint- or concrete-flecked T-shirt embla¬ 
zoned with a company name. The cars out 
front in the tiny parking lot don’t stray far 
from a pickup truck outfitted with racks 
that contain the tools of their owner’s 
trade: gardening tools, wooden planks, 
rebar. If this is failure, then we should all 
be so lucky. 

“Failure? Me? d -Que chingada me dices?” 
snarled 37-year-old Enrique Vasquez of 
SanTana, when I asked him if he thought 
he lived up to El Fracaso’s name. The 
michoacano was four-deep into his cubeta 
(bucket) of Coronas. He laughed—he was 
only kidding when he asked, “What the 
fuck are you saying?” in Spanish. Vasquez 
trims trees for a living. “Look, people are 
always going to think bad things about 
Mexicans,” he said when I explained the 
gabacho media’s obsession with his local. 
“But me, a failure? Nah... maybe Paco 
over there.” 

“No mames, cabron” Paco shot back,

I’ve tried taking 
gabachos here— 
they think 
they’re going 
to die.; Pinches 
mamonesl 
(Fucking cock- 
suckers!).

think we’re pendejos— but we work 
harder than them all the time.” 

Paco would’ve spoken more, but he 
began chatting up the stunning blond 
bartender with double-Ds and a skin¬ 
tight dress that ended just below her ass 
cheeks. And then “Somos Mas Ameri¬ 
canos” by Los Tigres del Norte came on 
the jukebox. “ Somos mas americanos 
Que todititos los gringos” (“We’re more 
American/Than all of the gabachos ”) the 
Mexican supergroup taunted. More men 
sweaty from another day at the jale came 
in. Two exchanged business cards. El Fra¬ 
caso seemed more union hall than cantina. 

Here were working-class Mexicans 
living the American male dream: a cold 
one in front of them, a cute girl before 
them and camaraderie all around, all in a 
bar with a name that now seemed more 
ironic than destiny. The whole scene 
wrote itself—with nary a parachuting 
hack in sight.
